growing disrespect for the law. The next step logical to 
follow with this is one of turbulence. Then you may look 
for breaches of the peace,” stated Mr. Justice Ives in pass- 
ing sentence. 
“The evidence in this case has clearly shown that you 
are in part responsible for this condition of turmoil. It 
has been aroused by propaganda such as has been exhibited 
here in the shape of pamphlets in this courtroom. It has 
descended to where it has finally become defamatory libel,” 
-he continued. 
“It would seem to be that when you describe yourself 
~ as a technician that it isa misnomer. It would seem to me 
that you are a propagandist and nothing more. The char- 
acter of the propaganda as far as the evidence here has dis- 
closed is something, which in my opinion, as a judge of this 
court, we can well do without,” concluded Mr. Justice Ives.

THE TREND OF BUSINESS 

Judged by employment in manufacturing, 
industrial and carloading indices, business in 
Canada was well maintained in September as 
compared with August, the 
United States showed an appreciable recession. 

In Canada, the Index of Employment in 
Manufactures rose by 1% per cent as a result of 
increases in the seasonally corrected sub-indices 
of employment in the iron and steel and forest 
product industries. The Index of Industrial 
Production showed a slight gain while that of 
Carloadings was unchanged. 

In the United States, the Index of Industrial 
Production decreased by 5 per cent from August 
to September, reflecting sharply curtailed out-

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Your Health 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Most people may be divided into two classes 
according to their reaction to symptoms. In the 
first class we place those who ignore really 
serious symptoms and who do not go in search of 
expert help soon enough; while in the second 
class we place those who give too much atten- 
tion to trival and temporary symptoms and who 
seek help when none is needed. 


A symptom is only a signal that something 
is wrong—a warning provided by Nature—and 
may not indicate the exact location of the 
trouble. In trying to form a judgment from the 
consideration of symptoms alone, many mistakes 
may be made. 


I have often received letters which read about 
like this: “Doctor No. 1 says I have such and such 
a disease, but doctor No. 2 says I have something 
entirely different, and doctor No. 3 says the first 
two are wrong. Now what have I really got?” 

Well, that is a problem—what to do when 
doctors disagree. The chances are that at least 
two out of three diagnoses were based upon 
snap judgment of symptoms presented by the 
patient. If the patient had had the benefit of a 
thorough examination, such as may only be 
given when the doctor has the proper equipment 
and the whole-hearted ccoperation of the 
patient, the three diagnoses might have come 
closer to agreeing with each other. 

Sometimes the doctor is at falt in not in- 
sisting upon a careful examination when the 
patient needs it, sometimes the patient is at 
fault in expecting a quick diagnosis, and in being 
unwilling to give the necessary time and money 
required by a good examination. 

It is well to understand that almost any 
symptom taken by itself may mean much or 
little. It is usually very difficult to form any 
very definite opinion regarding the seriousness 
of the condition present from any single symp- 
tom considered by itself. Some of the symptoms 
most commonly complained of by patients are 
poor appetite, dizziness, black spots before the 
eyes, headache, tired feeling, ringing noises in 
the ears, pains in the muscles and shortness of 
breath. 

Distress in the abdomen may produce such 
Symptoms as gas pains, feelings of heaviness, 
burning in the stomach, a sensation of being 
bloated, belching, rapid heart beat, etc. 

The chief difficulty in depending upon symp- 
toms alone as the basis for a diagnosis is that 
some of the most serious disorders may give rise 
to a very few early symptoms while other dis- 
orders of very little importance may cause a 
great deal of discomfort
